REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

In the Office action of December 1, 2005 claims 18-31 were allowed; claims 1. 12, 17, 33 
and 34 were rejected and claims 2-1 1,13-16 and 32 were objected to. Allowance of claims 
18-31 is acknowledged. 

The claims were objected to because claims 33-35 were numbered incorrectly. The 
incorrectly numbered claims were renumbered 32-34, respectively, according to the office 
action. In the listing of claims above, claims 32-34 are numbered as the numbering was revised 
by the office action. 

Claims 1 . 33 and 34 stand finally rejected as anticipated by Knott (US 5, 595,465) and 
claims 12 and 17 stand finally rejected as anticipated by Andre (US 5,080,541). The applicants 
request cancellation of claims 1 , 12, 17, 33 and 34 without prejudice. 

Claims 2-1 1,13-16 and 32 stand objected to as dependent upon a rejected base claim 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The applicants request amend of claims 2, 13 and 32 to 
incorporate the limitations of the respective base claims, delete the redundant words "of said 
screw" following "rotation" in claims 2 and 13 and insert a missing word "shaft" following "motor" 
in claim 32. Claims 3-1 1 and 14-16 are, respectively, dependent from claims 2 and 13 and the 
applicants respectfully submit since claims 2 and 13, as amended, are allowable; claims 3-1 1 
and 14-16 are allowable. The applicants respectfully request allowance of claims 2-1 1,13-16 
and 32.
